Endeavours muft now prove abortive. 

Bologna, Nov. 20. It muft be owned, that the Au- 
ftrians and Piedmontefe have done ai! in their Power to 
provoke the Spaniards toa Battle, but the latter have 
very prudently kept within their Intrenchments, till the 
Weather has ridded them of thefe troublefome Enemies, 
and allowed both Sides to go into Winter-Quarters ; 
which is the Meafure they are actually taking as faft as 
poffible. It is rumoured very ftrongly, that Eight Bat- 
tallions of Neapolitan Troops, which have been al! a'ong 
in Spanifh Pay, are to march to join the Army in our 
Neighbourhood, and on their Arrival it is expected the 
Span'fh Cavalry will march into Romagna, where there 
is ſti Forage, having eaten up ours. 

Montmelian, Nov. 24. Our Army fuffers prodigi- 

oufly thro’ the Fatigues to which it is expofed, as well 
as from the extreme Rigour of the Seafon. His Majefty 
however fhares himfelt in the former, and takes al] ima- 
ginable Care to defend even the Private Men from the 
latter. One thing favourable to us is, that the Spaniards 
are as much pinched both by hard Duty and the Incle- 
mency of the Weather as we. His Majelty has lately 
made a new Difpofition of his Forces, fo that between 
the Brigades the Field-pieces are planted, laden with Car- 
tridges, and each Battailion marches in Eight Divifions, 
each commanded by an experienced Officer. We hear 
there are great Divifions in the Enemy’s Councils. 
Drefden, Nov. 30. The taking of Leutmaritz by the 
‘Auftrians is confirmed. General Wallis fummon’d it on 
the 24th, when the French endeavour’d to fet fire to 
their great Magazine, and to efcape out of the Town; but 
this was prevented by the Croats and Pandours, who 
drove themr back into the Place, and then a Drum was 
fent to inform them, that if they did not extinguifh the 
Fire they had kindled, they fhould have no Quarter. This 
made them work fo hard, that in two Hours they had 
broughe the Fire under, and then they furrender’d at Dif 
cretion. There were 200 killed and 700 made Prifon- 
ers of War. 
Ratisbon, Nov. 29. Tho’ we have no Letters direétly 
from Landau and Deckendorff, yet we are pretty certain 
the Auftrians have abandon’d both thefe Polts, becaufe we 
have good Advice of their having form’d themfelves be- 
bind the River Vils, in fuch a Manner, that it is impoffi- 
ble to attack them. Thefe Advices are confirm’d by the 
News we have receiv’d this Morning, that the French 
Troops, which have pafled the Ifer, with Intent to have 
attacked the Auftrians immediately, were repafling it 
again, having thought better of it, and being now in- 
clined to go into Winter- Quarters, if they can find them. 
This Moment a Courier is arrived from Straubingen, 
from whom we learn, that the Marfhal Broglio is {till 
there, which is a certain Sign that his Fit of Heroifm 
is over for this Seafon, and that he has no Thought of 
dying or conquering in this cold Weather. There are 
Letters from Saltsbourg which fay, that there has been a 
fharp A&tion between Seckendorff and Berenclau, where- 
in the former tho’ much the ftrongeft has been foundly 
beaten, and is thereupon retir’d to Munich, in order to 
prevent if pofliblethat-Place frem falling a fecond time 
into the Hands of the Auftrians. 

Bruffels, Dec. 3. The Earl of Stair bas lately had feveral 
Conferences with the Duke of Aremberg and Pr. George 
of Heffe Caffel, with relation to the March of the Auxi- 
liary Troops, which, as things ftand, is a Matter of rhe 
lat Importance to her Hungarian Majefty. Velt Marfhal 
Neuperg is gone to Luxembourg, in order to make the 
neceflary Difpofitions for the Accommodation of the Eug- 
lith, Hanoverian, and Heflian Troops, which are to march 
that Way intoGermany. “Tis cerrain that the March of 
thefe Forces at this Seafon of the Year is very fatiguing, 
but then it is no lefs certain, that the French on their
